thereby until a carboxvlic acid and amino acid or amino acid condensate reaction product 
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is produced to caupo-a reaction batwoon said first starting material and said second

Claim 13 (new): The method for manufacturing carboxylic acid and amino acid 
or amino add condensate reaction products acwidingto claim 1. wherein the carboxylic 
acid is mixed with the amino acid or amino acid condensate at a ratio between 50: 1 to 
1:50. 

Claim 14 (new): The method for manirfacturing caiboxylic arid and amino acid 
or amino acid condensate reaction products according to claim I, wherein the carboxylic 
acid is mixed with the amino acid or amino acid condensate at a ratio between 10:1 to 
1:10. 

Claim 15 (new): The method for manufacturing carboxylic acid and amino acid 
or amino acid condensate reaction products aecoidmg to claim l, w^ 
heated to a temperature as high as 120°C. 
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
